ments, which reprefent the names, de- 
vices, arms and portraits of feveral em- 
perors: The fheriff aflured us, that by 
the records of the town, it appears that 
‘12,000 pounds weight of copper was 
employed in this piece.

roteftants at Aix was fufficient to an- 
wer them. ‘They quartered foldiers on 
all the houfes of the reformed, whocom- 
mitted exceffes, which were never e- 
uall’d, but by the dragoons in France, 
To force them to. make up the fum de- 
manded, a ftratagem was laid, perhaps 
one of the moft barbarous that could be 
conceived.

‘tentiary of his Britannic majefty, his 
Moft Chriftian-majefty, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, at the 
conferences at Aix la Chapelle, have agreed, 
that in order the more fpeedily to reach the 
But of a general pacification, and to give reci- 
procal proofs of the fincere defire their Britan- 
nick and moft Chriftian majefties and the Lords 
the States General have to execute the prelimi- 
naries of the 3oth of Aprif laft ; his Britannic 
majefty and the States General, immediately 
after the fignature of this convention, fhall fend 
orders to the auxiliary corps of 37,000 Ruffians 
in their pay, and aétually in march thro” Ger- 
many towards the Low Countries, to return im- 
mediately towards Ruffia; and that the faid 
corps of Ruffian troops thall return thither as 
foon.as poflibly they can, according to thecon- 
ditions of the treaty concluded and figned at 
Peterfourgh, the 7th of November laft, be- 
twixt his Britannick majefty and the States 
General on one fide, and her imperial majefty 
of all the Ruffias on the other ; and it fhall not 
be permitted to the faid Ruffian troops, upon 
any pretext to march any farther towards the

(Mifc. Correip. N° vit. 9.337.) 
has put me in a new train _of thinking. 

On confidering the flate of phyfic in its 

utmoft compats, and the feveral difpo- 

fitions of people’s- minds when attack- 
ed with difeafes, I am induced to think 
that the inclofed Pharmacopaia may be 
confidered as a proper Supplement to 
thet lately publifhed by the college of 
phyficians, at leaft an attempt to com- 
plete the Britifb Di/penfatory, publifhed 
at St John’s Gate. { entitle it, 
PHARMACOPOEIA EMPIRICA, 
or a methodical Lift of the (a) Nos- 
rruMs of (4) Empirics: By which, 
thofe, who cannot bear the Expenfe, 
or care not to be governed by the Advice 
oy the Phyfician and amen, may 
now 1. where to apply, om occafion, 
for an approved ‘Seon (c); 2. what 
it will coft them (d); and 3. what hopes 
they may conceive from the charaéer of the 
Author, or the report of the Proprietor (e). 
With proper Notes and Inpexes to 
the whole. — Indeed the rich and the 
reat (generally fpeaking) will feek re- 
fref, fecundum artem, from, the regular 
hyfician, and true-bred apothecary ; 
or whom provifion is made in the col- 
lege-difpenfatory—But the majority of 
ausbiek Ge hopes of faving charges, 
and on a prefumtion of furer help) are 
apt to refort to the men of experience, 
as they are called, whofe remedies they 
gre induced to think, from their adver- 
tifements (fo often repeated, and at fo 
great expenfe) have been fuccetisful in 
the cure of the feveral diftempers for 
which they are calculated. I can- 
not but think, therefore, that, by pub 
lifhing the lift of noftrums you will 
herewith receive, you will do a favor 








not only to the empirics (by pointing 


them out to obfervation) but to the 
greateft part of your countrymen, who 
would be glad (at leaft in defperate 
cafes) to know where to apply for a pro- 
bability of relief. OPLICOLA. 


(a) By Nofrums, 1 mean fuch medicins as 
are kept a fecret for the ufe of the proprietors, 
tho’ adverti‘ed (in the news papers, &c.) for 
the benefit of the public. I have, therefore, 
taken no notice (here) of Sir Hans Sloane’s eye- 
falve, or Dr Mead’s pouder for the bite of a 
mad dog, &c. the advertifements, they have 
permitted to be publifted, giving an account of 
the compofition of the medicins, with’ the 
proper recommendation, V. note (¢). 

(5) By Fepirics, I would here be underftood 
to intend (agreeably to the primitive ufc of the 
term) thofe perfons (whether phyflcans, or e- 
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thers) who have, by [éaresgie} experience, 
found the benefits of thofe medi¢ins, they ad 
minifter : in contradiftinétion to the theoretics, 
who (in the time of Hippocrates) firft introdu- 
ced theory into the practife of phyfic. Tho” 
the name of empiric is (of late) become invidi- 
ous: fince (as the great Mr Chambers has 
obferved) ‘ Thofe of the phyficians, attached to 
* the train and method of the fchools, the rea- 
* fonings of Hippocrates and Galen, and the 
€ ftatutes of the faculty ; have been ever for- 
* ward to treat thofe (who think more freely, 
« and are lefs ftriétly devoted to antiquity, cuf- 
* tom, and the reigning praétife, or mode) a8 
* empirics, charlatans, and quacks.’ 

(c) This, I take to be the Chicf merit of my 
erformance. Wefee {cattered, here and there 
among a multitude of papers that are daily 

publifhed) advertifements of medicins’ by one 
or another of thefe gentlemen, for a great varie- 
ty of difeafes. But, while we are fo happy as 
to have no occafion for them, we are apt to o~ 
verlook them. So that, when feized with the 
rheumatifm, or fhocked with the pains of an 
aking tooth, or even harraffed with a lingering 
diforder ; though we remember (in the grofs} 
that remedies are to be purchafed, and at an 
eafy rate; yet (1.)We are at a lofs where to find 
the intelligence ; notwithftanding the great ex- 
penfe, that thefe public-fpirited people are at 
to advertife their medicins,from time to time.* 
(2.) Or, perhaps, for want of proper means of 
information, we are impofed-on by counter- 
feits ; who (the more is the pity!) tho’ they 
have no pretenfe to the difcovery of, or a pro- 


. perty in them; yet fcruple not (for filthy lu- 


tre’s fake) to wrong the real proprietors ; 
not only by Ieffening the demand for the 
medicin, in proportion to the dupes they 
can draw-in ; but even by bri ging a difrepute 
on it, their adulterate ftuff not anfwering their 

pre. 


* I my(eif (tho’ I have made it my bufinefs, 
for fome time paft, to enquire after them with 
more diligence than will eafily be believed, were 
Ito mention it) am apt to think I have miffed 
feveral, that may well ftand in competition 
with many of thofe I have recorded.fwould not, 
therefore (by any means) that thefe gentlemen, 
whom I may feem to have overlooked, fhould 
think that I had the leaft defign of undervalu - 
ing them. So far fromit, that f£ look upon 
myfelf obliged by the concern 1 have (both to 
do them juftice, and to ferve the public) to de- 
clare, that, (G Whoever will be pleafed to fend 
me a fample of their noftrums (with a bill of 
their virtues, and directions for taking, &c.) 
fhall not fail of feeing them (to the fame ad- 
vantage as thofe F have here prefented the 
world with) in Mr Urban’s great vehicle of 
intelligence. And I expeét the like favor 
from thofe, to whom J have done fe fignal a 
fervice and honor in this lift: who (I flatter 
mytelf) will not think much of making me fo 
fmall an acknowlegement for all my trouble ;.

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pretenfes. The patentees of Dr Bateman’s 
pectoral drops tell us (Tpfw. journ. n, 465, jan. 
9,1748) that ‘The great fuccefs they have met- 
with, has lately induced feveral mercenary pre- 
tenders to counterfeit them ; and (by imitating 
their feal, billo‘ dire€tions, and fhow-boards, A 
with their method of advertifing; as near as 
they could, or dared to do, without making 
them the fame) thereby to impofe their danger- 
ous ¢ fitions upon the unwary and credu- 
Jous fhop-keepers, both in town and country, 
for the true and genuin fort.” others ufe thelike 
ftile.-This lift, therefore, as it is drawn-up by a 
perfon,who has no concern in any of the medi- 
cins, it is to be hoped, will be one of the beft 
means to break the meafures of interlopers, and 
counterfeits. In order to which, and for the 
better fecuring the property of the fair trader in 
a commodity of fo much confequence to the 
public ; Ido, hereby, promife to fet-to-right 
(by proper ftri tures, upon better information) 
whatever miftakes may have been made in fo 
tender a point ; in which it is poffible I may 
not have fufficiently guarded againft the crafti- 


~ nefs of deceivers. I muft own, Iamat a lofs 


what to think of a pompous advertifement, re- 
lating to Dr Daffy’s elixir publahhed in the 
Newcaftle journal (n. 460. jan. 30. 1748) in 
the following words: ‘ Newly arrived from 

* London (fold at the new printing-office, 

* Newcaftle) a large and freth parcel of Daffy’s D 
* elixir, truly prepared. (NB.) The gocd fale 
© that Daffy’s elixir has met-with in thefe 
parts, has not only encouraged feveral igno- 
* rant pretenders to counterfeit the fame ; but 
€ has alfo provoked fome envious perfons to de- 
* cry all but their own: Whence it is fre- 
€ quent to hear both parties contend for the true 
* original elixir ; when, at the fame time, nei- 
‘ the: of them know any thing of the matter ; 
* but each, confcious of his own weaknefs, ridi- 
* culoufly arraigns that of his brother ; and, by 
* endeavoring todraw his neighbour in odious 
* solors, unluckily hits the picture of himfelf.’ 
Nor is it eafy to fay how matters ftand between 
Dr Mifaubin’s widow, and ber nephew. But 
thefe, and fome other points relating to proper- 
ty, canonly be fettled by proper vouchers aa 
the parties concerned: And therefore, I de- 
termin nothing, till I hear further. 

(d) Nor is this a fmall fatisfa&tion : There 
are many people, wh» (whatever refpe& they

1 thail order by my-felf alone, or in confulta- 
tion with one, or more phyficians, without 
expecting any extraordinary fee more than 
what is ufually given to a fellow of the royal 
* college of phyficians, London. And, that 
¢ the apothecaries may have no reafon to com- 
* plain, if any of them call me-in to a fick 
* perfon ; or if any patient choofes to have his 
* apothecary attend him as ufual: I thall make 
* a prefent to § apothecary of fuch of my pecu- 
€ liar medicines, as I fhall think proper for the 
* patient ; giving the apothecary leave to charge 
* for them, as for like dofes of things out of his 
* own fhop; and, what common medicins are 
* required, I thal] write to his thop for.” 

(e) It is true that dvertifcments of reme- 
dies for all difeafes (as Mr Ke/ly, in an adver- 
tifement, has obferved) ‘ are become fo com- 
* mon in every paper, and fo feldom anfwer 
€ the grand characters they bear; that this me- 
* thod of offering relief to the afflicted is apt 
© to‘be looked-upon with great contempt :’— 
Yet ought it not, in reafon, to be utterly re- 
jected; as it has been authorifed by great 
names, and confiderable cures, However, it 
may not be improper to caution the many (in 
pervfing the encomiums of the following me- 
dicins, which I purpofe to oblige the public 
with) not to admit them with an undiftin- 
guifhing credulity. Dr Mead, in his re- 
commendation of the above-mention’d ponder 
(confidering the great character he bears, and 
the little intereft he could have in view by pub- 
lifting it in the news-papers) may (not unrea- 
fonably) be believed; when he dcclares, that, 
* In the experience of about 30 ycars, upon

* in a few minutes ; and, ina little time, per- 
© fe&tly cures the tooth-ach, even when moft 
€ violent ’] than will depend on the ftrong af- 
furances of I-don’t-kow-whom at the gen- 
tlewoman’s in Haydon-yard ; though, without 
the leaft foftening, he gives-it-out that ‘ One 
‘ drop of his fpecific tinfture gives infallible 
‘ and inftant eafe to the moft tormenting pain

not only takes it away in a moment, but ab- 
*folutely cures it, fo as certainly to prevent

HUMILITY and PRIDE. 


Umility is confiftent with great- 
H nefs. For it is not always a fign 
of Pride, when petfons of fuperior 
birth, fortune and quality move in a 
fphere above the vulgar, living in mag- 
nificence, delicacy, and fplendor. This 
is the natural ont awful coniequence of 
wealth and honour, neceflary to preferve 
both that refpect and dignity which is 
due to it, and that order and regularity 
proceeding from a diftin¢ction of per- 


fons, without which a ftate could not B fterous fingularity, 


look comely, nor government fubfift. 
Greatnefs is indeed apt to turn the 
brain, begetting Pride with all its bad 
attendants, fuch as Vanity, Luxury, Ar- 
rogance, Unmercifulnefs, and Oppreffi- 
on. But where Virtue and Prudence 
are, there is alfo Humility, with a train 
of the like ufeful and amiable good qua- 
lities, even in the midft of much wealth 
and power. 
tion be it fpoken, as a courteous and 
condefcending deportment is not a rare 
fight among our perfons of the beft 
breeding and quality, fo, as it were in 
a grateful return, nothing is more @a- 
king among the people, nor more ex- 
cites them to a true love and refpect for 
their fuperiors, and to juft applaufe and 
commendation. Humility (if it be 
only a difcreet, undefigning condefcen- 
fion, and not a bafe proftitution of or- 
der and dignity) is a rich metal eames 
with fome ufeful alloy, a jewel of in- 
eftimable value fet in gold, and a bright 
picture of the beft mafter render’d more 
attractive of the eye, by being hung in 
a proper and agreeable contratt of fhade. 

On the other hand, this good habit 
of the mind may often be wanting in 
a low and depreis’d fortune, where one 
fhould expeét to find it molt, there be- 
ing fometimes feen more haughtinefs 
and difdain under a ruflet coat than a 
filk gown. But, as Pride in a gentle- 
man is offenfive, in a beggar tis abomi- 
nable; yet we daily fee as many in- 
ftances of it in thofe who live upon cha- 
rity, as in thofe who bettow it; and an 
alms fhali frequently be afk’d and re- 
ceiv’'d with more aflurance and info- 
lence than ’tis either given or deny’d. 
Nothing is more common among the 
poor vulgar than diffatisfa¢tion and un- 
thankfulnefs, even for benefits receiv’d, 
and where their unreafonable requefts 
are not granted, or even their bare ex- 
eCtations not anfwer’d, with what ma- 

ce and impudence do they murmur 
and revile ! But doth not all this proceed

froma too high value which they {et 
upon themfelves ? and what is that but 
great pride? Don’t they know and con- 
ider, that thankfulnefs to benefaétors 
for every kindnefs and relief, even the 
leaft, isa duty ; and that ingratitude is 
a convincing proof both of an impolitic 
head, and vile temper ? : 
But as the pride of the vulgar con- 
fifts in a defire to Jive above their ftati- 
on and capacity, fo there is another fort 
which diicovers itfelf in an affectation 
of living below it. By an odd prepo- 
fing. ome gentlemen 
make Pride itfelf (and the worft fort of 
Pride too) appear in the drefs and dif- 
-_ of Humility. Don Yo/epho Scrub- 
ino, the ufurer, affects‘a flovenly plain- 
ne({s arfd beggarly meannefs in every 
thing; his garments, his manner of 
furniture of his houfe, and 
<r He conceals his riches, de- 
gree, and condition, on purpofe to have 
it the more obferv’d and talk’d of, and 
himfelf the more gaz’d and pointed at. 
He clownithly refufes thofe very faluta- 
tions and ceremonies of common civi- 
lity, which he expeéts from others, 
flighting and deriding thofe perfons 
who are fo regular and prudent, as, by 
conforming to the good manners and 
innocent cuftoms of the world, and by 
living according to their birth and fta- 
tion, to endeavour to avoid the two 
extremes of vain prodigality and for- 


E did avarice. 


This diftinétion of pride into twe 
forts, the natural and high (as I may 
call it) and the low and affected, was 
formerly made by the cynic philofo- 
pher. For, feeing at the town Ofm- 
pia feveral young fellows drefled in 
fpruce and rich veftments, when 2 more 


F modeft habit would have better become 


them, he laugh’d out, and faid, This 
is nothing leds than great pride. . Ano- 
ther time, falling into the company of 
fome Lacedemonians, who, in the other 
extreme, wore ragged and dirty cloaths, 
This (faid he) is a different fort of 
pride, but much greater than t’other. 
And oad no man had more o€ it 
than himéelf. 

So that and excellent man So- 
crates exprefied the fame fentiment : for 
having obferved Anti/fhenes, an affeét- 
ed philofopher, always, in company, 
turning the thread-bare fide of his gar- 


H ment outwards, Wilt thou never, lays 


he, ceafeto expofe thy pride and vanity? 

But is not this an affe¢tation.of being 
fingular? and is not fingularity, in re- 
fuling to follow the common cuitoms 


of 
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of mankind, a plain and impudent inti- 
mation, that fuch perfons as 4/i/ffbenes 
think themfelves much wifer and better 
than all orhers? And is not this immenfe 
pride and monttrous vanity ? and don’t 
they difcover that pride of heart, by a- 
voiding in this manner the ufuai out- 
ward tokens of it? Let fuch well con- 
fider the genteel rebuke, which the 
prince of old gave to the felf-conceited 
philofopher, who was treading upon 
the marble pavement with great info- 
Jence and contempt: Thou, Diogenes, 
trampleft upon the pride of Alexander, 
but with a much greater pride of thy 
own. W.C. 


IM Ursan, 
E are told by the advocate for dark- 
nefs (p. 248) that fpace is a nonen- 
tity. Iam not of his mind: for though Mr 
Lock, as Bayle obferves, believ’d he could not 
define it, yet he took it for a pofitive being. 
Therefore, according to him, ‘tis no nonenti- 
ty. As fpace borders on different atmofpheres, 
it mu& likewife have diftin&t parts ; for it 
would be abfurd to fay, that this part which 
barders on one atmofphere is the fame with 
that which confines on another. It may be 
obferv’d too, that as this extended being fur- 
rounds the atmofpheres, it refembles the pro- 
perty of placé ; viz. the holding or containing 
fomething in it. 

In purfuance of this, let me add, that as 
fpace, with refpect to its parts, is faid to be a 
container, it may, in the fame refpeét, be faid 
to be contain’d. For, befides the fpaces that 
lie without the borders ef the atmofpheres, 
there are {pases likewife within the atmofpheres 
themfelves, and, in conjunétion with the ex- 
traneous {paces, are parts or portions of fpace 
> is taken in general, and is the univerfal {pace 
properly fo called, if I may term it fo, Now 
as fpace, thus taken in general, is part of the 
univerfe, compos’d of earth, water, air, and 
fire, it muft needs hivé relation to one or more 
of thefe, and fo be capable of receiving light, 
im fome parts of it at leaft, From hence, I 
think, it refults that the darknefs-hater feems 
to bein the right, wher, by way of interroga- 
tion (not of begging the que‘tion) he cries (p. 
165) ¢ Howcan g-thing (as fpace for exam- 
* ple) be faid the wholly dirk, when fome 
€ parts of it are light?” TThefe are the parts 
@r portions which he afterwards mentions, as 
being enlighten’d by the heavenly bodies.—= 
Therefore, if the atmotpheres are partly light 
and partly dark, which, I fuppofe, will not be 
denied, the foaces therein mutt in fome fort 
be fo likewite. But if fpace has no relation 
to the elements, ani, as diftin¢t from them, 
is light in none of its parts, it muft be I don’t 
know what, and [ don’t know where, 

As men’s ideas and thor objects are fre- 
quently not conformable to each other, and 
mere conjectures often pals for proofs and de- 
monftrations, there is {ome room to deubt whe- 
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ther the moft fkilful and exaét mathematician 
now alive is able to give us the true depth of 
our atmiofphere, much lefs to afcertain the 
depths of the others 3 and if fo, thefe fame at= 
mofpheres may ftreteh, for ought we know; 
farcher into the firmament than they are com- 
monly fuppos’d to do, and, on that account,. 
may detract not a little from the magnitude of 
the {pace,that is made as it were another world, 

Though the laf notion may feem romantic 
and vain, I take it to be as probable as fome 
notions about fubftance and matter, a plenum 
and a vacuum ; as alfo about the difference be- 
tween air and ether, and about fettling their 
proper bounds, The writing about fuch ab- 
ftrule points, tho’ ever fo ingenious, has adafh 
of uncertainty in it; the reafon is, becaufe 
men’s ideas are frail and imperfeét, 

With regard to darknefs, the writer fays 
(p.278) * Yet, as darknefs is a privation of 
* light, it cannot, properly fpeaking, be a 
* compound, but only light-diminith’d or lef- 
* fen’d, to appearance, for want of matter to 
 refle&t it.” But all this flourith no more 
fhews perfpicuity in it than the immenfenefs of 
one thing, in comparifon tothe fmallnefs of 
another, infers univer/ality. In fine, either 
darkneis is a being, or not a being; if it is not 
a being, it can exift no where but in mind, and 
if it is a being, the queftion is, whether it can 
exift in our author’s nonentity. Lucius,

IMA is the metropolis of Perv, 

and the feat of an archbifhop. 

’Tis a regular built city, the ftreets all 

ftrait and ipacious : fo that you go thro’ 
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being joined by a very handfome ftone 
belie of five or feven arches. 

I compute there are now 60 of 
70,000 perfons in Lima, all forts and 

lours included: and I don’t wonder 
at any multiplication in a city which is 
the centre of fo much affluence and 
pleafure. For befides the natural in- 
creafe of the inhabitants, all fhips which 
trade that way, whether private or pub- 
lic, payed leave fome deferters, who 
chufe to ftay behind for the encourage- 
ment all white faces meet with.

Of all parts of the world, the people 
here are moft expenfive in their habit.

celibacy, they are all well endow’d and 
fupported. Befides which, there are 2 
hofpitals for the fick, poor and difa- 
bled, where feveral of our men were 
kindly look’d after. The length of the 
city, from north to fouth, is 2 miles : 
the breadth one and a half; the wall, 
with the river, making a circumference 
of fix miles. On the eaft fide of the 
Riream lies the other part of the city, 


Englfe cloth, and hair camblets em- 
broider’d or laced with gold and filver, 
and their wailtcoats commonly the bett 
brocades.

After 
evening prayers the gentleman changes 
his dreis from a cloak into a montero, or 
jockey coat, with a linen laced cap, and 
a handkerchief jabout his neck, initead 
of awig. If he wears hin beir, it muft 
be tuck’d under a cap, and that flap’d 
all down: fo that it is a univerfal fafhi- 
on to be difguifed fome way or other : 


for thofe who have no miftrefs are a- . 


fhamed to be thought ftriéily virtuous, 
and muft be in fome mafk or other to 
countenance the way of the world. But 
as all this is night work, they have an 
eftablifhed rule to prevent quarrels, 
which is never to fpeak or take notice of 
one another, whether they are going in 
queft of amorous game, or vifiting their 
Jadies ; fo that in fhort the forepart of 
the night is a mafquerade all the year 


are here brought to perfection, for they C round. 


devote fo much of their time to the fer- 
vice of the fair fex, that Venus feems 
here to keep her court. It is unman- 
nerly not to have a miftrefs, and fcanda- 
Jous not to keep her well. As for the 
women they have many accomplifh- 
ments both natural and acquired ; their 
converfation is free and {prightly, their 
motion graceful, their looks winning, 
and their words engaging: they have 
all a delicate fhape, not injured with 
itiff- body’d itays, but left to the beauty 
of nature, fo that there’s no fuch thing 
as a crooked body among them. Their 
eyes and teeth are particularly excel- E 
lent, and their hair being generally of 
a dark polifh’d hue is finely comb’d,and 
latted or tied behind with ribbands, 
bat never difguifed with powder ; for 
the brightnefs of their fkin round the 
temples appears very well fhaded thro” 
the ie like light thro’ a landfkip. 

Tho’ thefe amours are univerfal at F 
Lima, yet the men are careful enough 
to hide them ; for no indecent word or 
aétion is allow’d in public. ‘They have 
two ufual times for thefe entertain- 
ments ; one is at the feffa, or after-_ 
noon’s nap, which is commonly with 
the miltrefs ; the other is in ,the even- 
‘mg crofs the water in calafhes, or at the ~ 
preat {quare in the town, where the ca- 
afhes meet in great numbers towards 
the dufk: thefe are flung like our 
coaches, but{maller, and many of them 
fit only for two fitting oppofite. They 
are always drawn by one mule, with 
the segro driver upon his back ; and it 
is fad among theie calafhes to obferve 
feveral of them with the windows clofe 
up, ftanding fil for half an hour to- 


gether.

Among that rank of people who don’t 
keep calafhes, there are feveral points to 
be obferved : particularly, when they 
take the evening air, one couple never 
walks clofe upon the heels of another ; 
but, to prevent the publifhing any fe- 

Tks at the 
diftance of 12 yards at leaft ; and if any 
lady drops a fan or any thing by acci- 
dent, a_gentleman may civilly take it 
up, but he mutt not give it to the lady, 
but the gentleman who is with her ; for 
fhe may be the fifter or wife of him that 
takes it up: and as the women are all 
veil’d, thefe wife laws are inftituted to 
poorest any impertinent difcoveries. A 
reedom of that kind is look’d upon as 
the higheft affront in all gallantry, and 
merits a drawn fword thro’ the liver. 
They are fo careful in thefe rules, that, 
if aman fees his intimate friend any 
where with a girl, he muft in no wile 
take notice of him, or {peak a word of 
it afterwards. 

Thefe things are all done with the 
greateft gravity imaginable; and thus 
the prattice of love becomes decent, 
fafe and eafy ; fo that a man may pofle(s 
his miftrefs without any vifible inconve- 
nience, and {pend all the money he has 
in the world without fear of brawls, 
duels, or a roundhoufe: not like the 
rude heétoring blades and apprentices 
of a certain worthern metropolis, who 
are continually affronting the female fex 
with fhocking words, or {candalous ac- 
tions. 

Altho’ the commerce of love is here 
fo regularly fettled, yet there are fome 
jealoufies now and then fubfifting, which 
fometimes have ended fatally. . ‘There

«was aftory of this fort pretty frefh when 
*J pea Sed A Youse lady had for 
fome time, as fhe thought, been fové- 
reign’miftrefs of her lover's ‘heart, but 
fby cruelschance fhe found him in com-

-achandfome one. As Shakefpear fays, 
mentee Trt fles tight asair 
Gre to the jealous confirmations firong : 
So fhe waited for no other proof of his 
infidelity, nor any excufe for the wrong 
done her, but fuddenly drew his dag- 
qer and difpatched him. She was foon 
confined and brought to trial; and, 
' every one expected fhe would be 
walbfor her life, her judges gave it this 
turn: ‘Phat it was not malice fore- 
thought, ibut excefs of love that ae 
ed her to-the rafh deed; whereupon { 
was acquitted : ‘but the nice cafuifts 
thought fhe fhould in ‘honour have 
hanged herfelf. «This inftance fhews 
How facred a thing love is judged there 
to be, though in a ftate'of concubinage 
only. ‘And the moral good or evil of 
fome aétions are hard to be determined, 
while different governments have dif- 
‘ferent cuftoms. - 

How agreeable foever thefe practices 
are to the Creole Spaniards, yet they 
caufe a great inconvenience to fociety :

with their delicacies, that the women 
ingrofs moift of their time, and fpoil 
all public converfation. For this reafon 
there are no taverns or coffee-houfes, {fo 
that the men are only to be met with at 
their offices or at church.

country, collected from former writers. 
All that is faid concerning the earth- 
is contained in lefs thamten pa-

the 27th of Ofober 1746, and the <flects 
of it were fuch, that, before the ¢lofe 
of the night there was not fo much as 
a fingle houfe in the city that/had’ not 
fuffered more or lefs. The two fine 
towers of the cathedral were thrown 
down, the monaftery of the Augefines 
mf ftretched in ruins, and almoit‘ever 
other convent in the city was fo miu 
damaged as to be no longer habitable. 
The arch of a bridge, upon which ftood 
the ftatue of Phi/ip V. was crumbled to 
pieces; and the number of perfons who 
perifhed in this beginning of forrows, 
could not be lefs than five thoufand.— 
The very fame day the port of Cale 
funk, or rather was overwhelmed by 
the fea; and out of feven thoufand in- 
habitants, there were not above an hun- 
dred that efcaped from this dreadful ca- 
Jamity. The total then of thofe that 
perifhed that day fell very little, if any 
thing, fhort of twelve thoufand. n 
the 2gth of the fame month they felt in 
Lima, between nine in the morning and 
twelve, no lefs than fixty fhocks, of 
which fome were very violent ; and, if 
there had been any houfes itandi 
would have done a great deal of mif- 
chief. On the 30th the returns of the 
earthquake were {o frequent, from morn- 
ing till night, that no exact account of 
them could be retained.

‘The hail laited 
bur a fhort time, but the rain, thunder 
and lightning, four hours, with vety 
little intermifon.
